New Streamliners, Faster Schedules, Other Improvements Announced by SP 


eee the pace in providing the latest and 
best in travel styles, Southern Pacific has just 
announced a sweeping program of new trains, faster 
schedules, coast-to-coast sleeper facilities and other 
refinements. Word of these far-reaching changes 
followed closely on the heels of the announcement 
of a pair of streamlined Shasta Daylights for the 
San Francisco-Portland run. 
These are the new services and their effective 
dates: 
March 31—Inauguration of coast-lo-coast sleepers. 
April 14—Resumption of Noon Daylights. 
Cascade restored io all-Pullman status 
and placed on speediest schedule in its 
history. 
Beaver placed on virtually same sched- 
ule as Caseade. 
June 2-——48-hour schedules for Overland Limited, 
Golden State Limited, Sunset Limited. 
First of the new services to go into effect was 
daily coast-to-coast sleepers. On March 31 the 
Overland Limited from San Francisco began carry- 
ing three Pullman cars going all the way to the east 
coast, eliminating the transfer at Chicago. At Chi- 
cago one car is placed in New York Central trains 
going to New York and two cars go into Pennsyl- 
vania Railroad trains bound for Washington and 
New York. The service was instituted March 31 on 
an experimental basis, but on June 2, when the 
Overland Limited goes on its new schedule, stream- 
lined cars will be available for the run and the 
through trip will be much faster. 


Three “Daylights” 


With resumption of the Noon Daylights, Southern 
Pacific again has three of these deluxe coach stream- 
liners operating. daily each way between the Bay 
Area and Los Angeles. The orange, red and black 
speedsters are counterparts of the popular Morning 
Coast Daylight and the San Joaquin Valley stream- 
liners that also make daily runs. The Noon Day- 
lights depart from San Francisco and Los Angeles 
at 12:15 pam. and arrive at the other terminal at 
9:55 p.m. Besides the streamlined coaches, these 
trains carry diner, coffee shop, tavern and parlor 
cars. 

The Cascade’s new schedule shortens ‘the over- 
night San Francisco-Portland trip from 21 hours 
and five minutes to 184% hours for the 718-mile 
jaunt—faster than ever before. Leaving San Fran-

cisco at 5:00 p.m., the train arrives at Portland 
at 11:30 the next morning. During the war it was 
combined with the Beaver, but now is back as a 
separate, all-Pullman train. 


New running time for the Beaver is practically 
the same as the Cascade, leaving San Francisco at 
5:00 p.m. and arriving at Portland at 11:45 am. 
Now that it has been re-established as a separate 
train it is equipped with coaches, tourist sleeping 
cars and a lounge car. 


New, faster schedules were put in effect for the 
Oregonian and Klamath operating over the Shasta 
Route; the San Joaquin Daylight, Owl and Coaster 
between the Bay Area and Los Angeles, and the 
West Coast between Los Angeles and Portland. 


Schedules Cut 


Sharp reduction in schedules of trains on Over- 
land, Golden State and Sunset routes, effective June 
2, will not only eliminate many hours of travel, and 
permit more convenient arrival times, but will pro- 
vide a maximum of scenic interest during the day 
time. 


The Overland Limited will race across the coun- 
try from San Francisco to Chicago in about 48 
hours, cutting nearly 12 hours from its present 
schedule. Travelers on this train, going in either 
direction, will see the grandeur of the Sierra Nevada 
Mountains with their emerald lakes, such as famous 
Donner Lake, and craggy slopes studded with tower- 
ing evergreens. 

Also, on June 2 the Golden State Limited will 
start making the Los Angeles-Chicago run in 48 
hours. It, too, will provide coast-to-coast sleeper 


service. Instead of leaving in the evening it will 
depart from Los Angeles’ beautiful Union Terminal 
at 11:15 a.m., arriving in Chicago at 1:30 p.m. 


The Sunset Limited between New Orleans and Los 
Angeles will move on its speediest schedules in his- 
tory, both westbound and eastbound. On the east- 
ward run, the Sunset Limited will leave Los Angeles 
at 12:30 p.m. and follow almost the same route as 
the Golden State Limited to El Paso. Here the train 
is delivered to SP’s T&NO Lines for the trip across 
South Texas, to San Antonio and Houston, through 
the bay and bayou regions of Southern Louisiana, 
across the Mississippi River and on to New Orleans, 
arriving there at 4:15 p.m.—9 hours 45 minutes 
after leaving Los Angeles or 8144 hours less travel 
time than at present. 


The new schedules of the Golden State, Overland 
and Sunset Limiteds will be the first time such fast 
service has been offered without extra fare. 


Sacramento “Daylight” 


Another important improvement in service effec- 
tive June 2 will be the inauguration of the Sacra- 
mento Daylight in combination with the San Joaquin 
Daylight, A streamlined train with Daylight equip- 
ment will leave Sacramento in the morning and this 
train will be consolidated enroute with the south- 
bound San Joaquin Daylight from San Francisco. 
A similar combination service will be in effect north- 
bound, providing Sacramento and Stockton with 
through streamlined Daylight service to and from 
Los Angeles. Schedules of the new service are being 
worked out and will be faster than the present ser- 
vice, which was speeded up April 14. 

Announcement was also made that on June 2 the 
Californian, popular economy train on the Golden 
State Route, and the Argonaut on the Sunset Route 
would be returned to their fast prewar schedules.

shave two hours off its already fast run 
between San Francisco and Chicago. 

In addition to the sweeping changes 
in schedules, improvements in accommo- 
dations are a major part of Southern 
Pacifie’s plans for future travel service. 
Claude E. Peterson, vice president in 
charge of system passenger traffic, says 
that the new trains, better equipment 
and faster service planned by SP will 
place the Company among the leaders 
in providing the most modern rail trans- 
portation in America. 


Foremost among the Company’s fu- 
ture plans are the two new Shasta Day- 
lights for Portland-San Francisco ser- 
vice, These irains will be patterned 
after Southern Pacific’s famous Day- 
lights on the Coast and Valley runs be- 
tween San Francisco and Los Angeles, 
which have made railroad history as 
“everybody’s streamliners” because of 
their low-cost luxury trips, The Shasta 
trains will be powered by diesel-electric 
units and will consist of 8 ultra-modern 
coaches, a baggage car, diner, kitchen 
car, coffee shop, tavern car and observa- 
tion-parlor car. With the inauguration 
of the Shasta Daylight, travelers will be 
able ta make the entire trip from Los 
Angeles to Portland by “Daylight,” 
using either the Coast Deylight or the 
San Joaquin Daylight for the Los An- 
geles-San Francisco part of the trip. 

Two new trains, as yet unnamed, also 
are being planned for service over the 
Golden State Route between Los An- 
geles and Chicago. These new super- 
streamliners will be powered by diesel- 
electric locomotives and will make the 
run in 3934 hours on a tri-weekly basis. 
Plans for these trains are nearing com- 
pletion and orders will be placed as soon 


as possible by SP and the Rock Island 
Lines jointly. The trains will have 11 
cars in addition to the power units and 
will provide the utmost in travel com- 
fort and Iuxury. The cars will be built 
of lightweight high tensile steel. Interior 
decorations will reflect the colorings and 
characteristics of the picturesque terri- 
tory along the Golden State Route. Car 
and locomotive exteriors will be striped 
with broad bands of red and silver. They 
will be extra-fare trains and it is hoped 
they can be put in operation early in 
1947, 

Besides the new trains plans are also 
being laid to fully streamline the Cas- 
cade, Overland Limited and Golden 
State Limited, by early 1947. 

The Cascade will be progressively 
streamlined to match the ultra-modern 
Lark now gliding between San Francisco 
and Los Angeles from dusk to dawn. 
The Cascade will be equipped with a 
three-car combination diner-lounge unit 
patterned after those now on the Lark. 

As additional lightweight cars can be 
obtained from manufacturers, the Over- 
land Limited and Golden State Limited, 
already partly streamlined, will be com- 
pletely equipped with the most modern 
facilities, with new, lightweight cars 
regularly assigned to each train. 


Lounge and tavern cars were taken 
off many trains during the war and re- 
placed with standard equipment so that 
more persons could be accommodated. 
Already tavern cars have been restored 
to the Daylights. Lounge cars have been 
restored to most trains and others will 
be added in the near future. Cars for 
this service are being renovated in the 
Company shops.

Rio Grande Superintendent Closes Long Career; 
Petterson Named Successor; Sines to Salt Lake 


J ETIREMENT of H. 5. Fairbank 
| {and the appointment of V. M. Pet- 
terson to succeed him as superintendent 
of Rio Grande Division with headquar- 
ters at El Paso, was announced effective 
April 1. B. S. Sines was assigned to 
succeed Petterson as superintendent of 
Salt Lake Division at Ogden and J. 
Claude Slade went to Sines’ position as 
asst. superintendent of Tucson Division. 

Fairbank completes a railroad career 
of more than 50 years during which he 
became widely known in transportation 
circles throughout the southwest. He 
started railroading with another line in 
April, 1895, and came to the former El 
Paso and Southwestern as a brakeman 
in 1905. After advancing through vari- 
ous operating positions, he was named 
division superintendent in 1919, When 
Southern Pacific acquired EP&SW lines 
in 1924, he remained at El Paso as 
superintendent of the former New Mex- 
ico Division, transferring in that capacity 
to Tucson Division in 1925, He has been 
superintendent of Rio Grande Division 
since July, 1928. 

Petterson started with SP as a time- 
keeper on Portland Division in 1916 and, 
after serving in the Army during World 
War I, held positions there as clerk, car 
distributor, asst. trainmaster and train- 
master, In 1939 he transferred to West- 
ern Division as trainmaster at Stockton 
and a year later was appointed assistant 
manager of personnel, SF. In 1942 he 
went to Sacramento Division as asst. 
superintendent and in April, 1943, re- 
turned to the General Office as asst. to 
the general manager. He has served as 
superintendent of Salt Lake Division 
since July, 1944,

Sines is a civil engineer graduate of 
Cornell University. He started railroad- 
ing in 1925 as an instrumentman on Rio 
Grande Division and later worked as 
asst, engineer there and on the former 
New Mexico Division. In 1933 he moved 
t the General Office and in 1937 he. 
caine executive assistant in the Presi- 
dent’s Office. He went to Sacramento 
Division as trainmaster in Feb, 1944, and 
the following May went to Tucson Divi- 
sion as asst. superintendent. In his new

position he will have jurisdiction over 
930 miles of main and branch lines in 
Utah, Nevada and Northeastern Cali- 
fornia. 

Slade became a railroader in Dee. 
1926, when he started as a brakeman on 
Tucson Division. He advanced to con- 
ductor in Sept. 194], and in May, 1942, 
was promoted to trainmaster at Bowie. 
He has been trainmaster at Tucson since 
Sept. 1943. 


William H, Phelps, asst. engineer in 
Chief Engineer’s Office, SF, retired 
Mareh 31 after 43 years’ service with 
SP. His first job was asst. engineer on 
Coast Division in March, 1903. In March, 
1906, he became asst, division engineer 
and advanced to division engineer in 
Nov. 1923.

SP Chosen to Open 
New Radio Series 


A BEHIND-THE-SCENES word pic. 
ture of Southern Pacific’s operations 
at Bakersfield was presented to listeners 
over Radio Station KPMC, April 3, 
when that station opened a series of 
public service programs entitled, “Let's 
Explore Our County.” 


Purpose of the program is to acquaint 
the public with Kern County’s many in- 
dustries, business enterprises and public 
facilities through on-the-spot broadcasis. 
SP was selected for the opening show 
as one of Kern County’s largest in- 
dustries. 


The program included a series of in- 
terviews of the “roving reporter” type. 
First to he queried was B. W. Mitchell, 
supt. San Joaquin Div., who touched 
briefly on the early history of Southern 
Pacific in San Joaquin Valley and told of 
its present-day importance to the terri- 
tory. At present, he said, SP has more 
industrial development of all kinds in 
Korn County than there ever has been 
in the history of the railtoad. Orders 
have been placed for building new spur 
tracks and new industry construction, 
Number of SP employes in Kern County 
is 3,750, he added. 


Next to be interviewed was B. F. 
Brumfield, chief dispatcher, who de- 
scribed the operation of Centralized 
Traffic Control. Then followed a visit 
with G. M. Cagley, general foreman of 
MP&C Dept., who told of the work 
carried on to keep equipment in good 
repair. 


In the ten year period 1936 through 
1945, capital expenditures by Class I

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F. L. McCAFFERY DIES 


FOLLowmnc a long illness, F, L. Me- 
Caffery, retired general auditor, died 
March 22 at his home in Orinda, Calif. 
He was 67 years old. 

McCaffery began his railroad career 
with Southern Pacific’s Accounting 
Dept, SF, in 1902 as a clerk in Auditor 
of Disbursements Office. In 1906 he was 


- named traveling accountant in that de- 


partment. Later he became a special 
accountant in Auditor’s Office where, in 
June, 1922, he was named chief clerk of 
outside companies bureau. In Feb. 1914, 
he was appointed auditor of disburse- 
ments. During World War I, when rail- 
roads were under government control, he 
served as corporate auditor and in 
March, 1920, he became SP’s asst, audi- 
tor, He was promoted to auditor in Jan. 
1925, and general auditor in August, 
1932, retiring July 31, 1945. 

During his long career, McCaffery 
made a great record as one of the na- 
tion’s outstanding railroad auditors. He 
served on the general committee on ac- 
counting for the Association of American

Railroads and on the Jand grant com- 
mittee, He was also a member of the 
railroad’s Express Contract Accounting 
committee, 

His talents as an accountant were 
equalled by his ability in dealing with 
people and in developing men. His genu- 
ine interest in people was shown in his 
efforts to foster and maintain good rela- 
tions among workers. 

He is survived by his widow, Lucille, 
and two daughters.

1945 ANNUAL REPORT 


Close of Year Finds SP’s Postwar Plans Well Under Way 


Te Board of Directors on March 7 issued for informa- 
tion of the Company's 43,482 stockholders the 62nd An- 
nual Report showing results of the operations and financial 
affairs of Southern Pacific Company and affiliated com- 
panies for the year ended December 31. Prefacing the re- 
port was the following statement by President 4, T, Mercier: 


SOUTHERN PACIFIC has come out of the war well posi- 
tioned in these important respects: 


1, Prospects are for traffic volume generally above pre- 
war levels, due to expected increase in business activity and 
travel throughout the country and, more specifically in our 
territories, to enlarged industrial development and to popu- 
lation growth. 

2. The fundamentals of our plant are sound and afford 
the greatest physical capacity in the railroad’s history. 

3. The funded debt of the Company and its affiliated 
companies has been greatly reduced since 1939. 

4. The performance of its organization in the war has 
won wide recognition, and will stand it in good stead in the 
transitional period we are entering. 

In going ahead with our postwar improvement program, 
including resumption of transportation services suspended 
during the war and inauguration of important new services, 
we are confronted with a number of problems, among them 
shortage of materials faced by railreads and manufacturers, 
current high levels and future uncertainty as regards cost of 
materials, wages and taxes, and increased competition, with 
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some forms of transport having advantage of public aids 
that railroads do not have. 


Since V-J Day, in furtherance of its program to provide 
for current and anticipated business, Southern Pacific Com- 
pany has ordered new freight cars of various kinds to cost 
more than $14,000,000, In addition, the Pacific Fruit Ex- 
press Company, in which this Company has a one-half 
ownership, has ordered new refrigerator cars to cost $12,- 
000,000. All of these are of the most modern design. 


Improvements are being made currently in freight service 
within our own territory and, in conjunction with connecting 
railroads, in transcontinental service. “Overnight” merchan- 
dise trains, fanning out from the principal centers on S. P. 
lines to local jobbing territories, in coordination with pickup 
and delivery service by truck, are being restored. 


As to passenger service, we have recently announced our 
intention to place im operation on the San Francisco-Port- 
land run, about the end of 1946, a pair of Diesel-powered, 
lightweight, streamlined coach trains, to be known as the 
“Shasta Daylights,” these to be similar to the San Francisco- 
Los Angeles “Daylights” that have proved exceptional in 
patronage by the public and revenue to the Company. The 
“Cascade” sleeping car trains on the Shasta Route are to 
be streamlined, with progressive substitution of modern 
lightweight cars for the so-called standard Pullmans now 
operated in these trains, Similarly, improvements are to be 
anade in various services on other principal routes as new 
modern equipment becomes available.

SP Transportation System - - 1945 
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Following the capitulation of Japan in August 1945, the 
Southern Pacific Transportation System’s freight traffic de- 
clined while passenger traffic, which had decreased during 
the forepart of 1945, rose to and held at record levels to the 
end of the year, For the entire year ended December 31, 
1945, net ton-miles of freight were 6.4 per cent less and 
passenger-miles were nearly 2 per cent less than the record 
highs in both phases of service established in 1944. 

Gross operating revenues of the Transportation System 
were off 6 per cent from the all-time peak of 1944. How- 
ever, operating expenses, including charges for accelerated 
amortization of defense facilities, were 7.2 per cent greater. 
Largely as a result of these factors, which were not entirely 
offset by a 51.5 per cent reduction in tax accruals, and due 
to similar factors affecting net income of the separately 
operated affiliates, the consolidated net income of the proper- 
ties for 1945 declined to $35,772,744, which was 14.5 per 
cent less than that for 1944. 

Our major wartime problem, manpower shortage, con- 
tinues with respect to skilled mechanics and track labor. 
Shortage of the latter is aggravated by the return home of 
Mexican Nationals who rendered such vital service in track 
maintenance during the war. 

Chief immediate problem since the war’s end has been 
that of moving overland to their homes the many thousands 
of veterans brought back from abroad. Reaching its peak 
in the closing months of 1945, this movement gradually 
lessened, and should be handled without difficulty from 
now on.

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Revenues. Railway operating revenues of $590,262,532 
for 1945 were smaller by $37,960,985, or 6.04 per cent, than 
those for 1944, A decrease of $39,966,159 in freight reve- 
nues, which were 8.95 per cent less than in 1944, and a 
decrease of $629,520, or less than 1 per cent, in passenger 
revenues, were partly offset by moderate increases in earn- 
ings from mail and express trafic and all other operating 
revenues. 

The total freight revenues and flactuations therein by 
commodity groups are shown in the following tabulation:

The rapid decline in shipments of war materials and sup- 
plies which began when Japan capitulated on August 14, 
1945 is reflected chiefly in the decreases shown for manu- 
factures and miscellaneous freight and products of forests. 
Revenues from all carload trafic moved under Government 
bills of lading in 1945 fell approximately $35,094,000, or 
22.7 per cent below such earnings in 1944. 

Revenues from carload shipments of commercial freight 
showed a net decrease of $4,847,000, or 1.8 per cent under 
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those of 1944. While there were substantial revenue gains 
from the movement of foodstuffs and some manufactures, 
these were more than offset by decreases resulting mainly 
from completion or cancellation of war contracts, termina- 
tion of the wartime emergency movement by rail of pe 
troleum oils and gasoline from southwestern oil fields to 
Atlantic Seaboard states, and depletion of mill stocks of 
lumber because of heavy demand for military use prior to 
the surrender of Japan and a drop in production under that 
in 1944 caused partly by labor difficulties in the lumber 
industry. 

The level of commercial freight rates has remained gen- 
erally unchanged since May 15, 1943, when the Interstate 
Commerce Commission initially suspended rate increases 
(Ex Parte 148) which it had authorized, early in 1942, for 
the peried of the war and six months thereafter. On Octoher 
30, 1945, the Commission extended the period of suspension 
until a date six months after the legal termination of the 
war, when its original authorization of the increases will 
automatically expire unless sooner vacated or modified. By 
that action the Commission denied petitions of the Secretary 
of Agriculture and others asking that, for the purpose of 
terminating its original authorization of the rate increases, 
the Commission should consider the war as having ended 
on September 2, 1945. 


Passenger revenues for 1945 nearly equalled the high 
record attained in 1944, as a result, principally, of the large 
volume of military traffic carried during the last five months 
of the year when war veterans were being brought home 
from overseas in progressively increasing numbers. 


Expenses. Railway operating expenses of $451,145,598 
were $30,213,910, or 7.2 per cent, more than in 1944, chiefly 
due to an increase of $27,869,548 in charges for amortization 
of defense facilities, the Company having elected, for taxa- 
tion purposes, to recompute its amortization deductions over 
the emergency period defined in Section 124 of the Internal 
Revenue Code, which ended September 29, 1945, instead of 
over sixty-month periods. Additional charges to operating 
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expenses for such accelerated amortization were spread over 
the last four months of the year. 

Aside from charges for amortization, the cost of main- 
taining the transportation plant was smaller by $2,314,460, 
or L3-per cent, than in 1944. While larger forces were 
available and greater quantities of material were used in 
repairs and renewals in the forepart of the year, and prices 
of many items of material were higher, maintenance costs 
declined substantially from August through December when 
freight traffic volume and earnings fell off and Mexican Na- 
tionals employed on maintenance work left the service to 
return to their homes. There was also less work on roadway 
and structures performed by contractors in 1945 than in 
1944, 

Larger trafic forces were required throughout the year. 
Train and station service expenses were greater for the year, 
although there were large decreases in freight train costs 
in the last three months compared with that period of 1944. 
Other operating expenses were larger in total, mainly as a 
result of an increase in dining car and restaurant expenses 
incident to a substantial inerease in revenues from such 
operations, 

Approximately 562 track-miles of new rail weighing 113 
Ibs. and 132 Ibs. per yard, and 451 track-miles of relayer 
rail of various weights were laid in repairs and renewals, 
compared with 535 track-miles of now rail and 464 track- 
miles of relayer rail laid in 1944. 

The aycrage number of employes was 92,458, an increase 
of 1,657. Payrolls comprised $254,443,189 of the total oper- 
ating expenses, a decrease of $421,126, The average number 
of employes declined and less overtime work was required, 
in the aggregate, after August, 1945. 

‘Taxes, Railway tax accruals of $63,507,538 were lower 
by $67,473,725, or 51.5 per cent, than in 1944, Such taxes 
for 1945 and 1944 took 45.7¢ and 63.2¢, respectively, of each 
dollar of net revenue from railway operations for those years, 
and were equivalent to $16.83 and $34.72 a share of the 
outstanding capital stock of Southern Pacific Company. The 
accruals by classes of taxes were as follows:

The decrease in tax accruals resulted principally from re- 
duction in income (parily due to accelerated amortization 
of defense projects under provisions of the Internal Revenue 
Code) and to deduction for tax purposes, in 1945, of bend 
premiums paid and the unamortized discount charged off in 
connection with refunding and retirement of funded debt, 
with resultant lower Federal excess profits tax. Also con- 
tributing to the decrease in accruals were credit adjust- 
nents, in 1945, of Federal income and excess profits tax 
accruals for 1943 and 1944 and of income tax accruals for 
1941 and 1942, due to accelerating the amortization of de- 
fense projects. 

Holdings of U. S. Treasury Notes, Series C, included in 
temporary cash investments as of December 31, 1945, were 
sufficient to cover the estimated outstanding Liability for 
Federal taxes on income, 

Rents. Equipment and joint facility rents paid exceeded 
such rents received by $24,599,859, which was $738,682, or 
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3.1 per cent, more than the net cost in 1944, Net payments 
for use of rolling stock of other companies increased $940,- 
591, while payments for facilities jointly used decreased 
$201,909, The higher cost for use of equipment was the 
result of the heavy westward movement of war freight in 
cars of other companies,.an increase in February, 1945, from 
$1 to $1.15 a day in the rental each railroad charges for 
use of freight cars, and utilization of many more passenger 
cars of other companies than in 1944 due to the homeward 
movement of war veterans in the latter part of the ycar. 

Other Income. Income from sources other than railway 
operations amounted to $8,769,364. This was $841,200, or 
88 per cent, less than such income for 1944, due to a de- 
crease in dividends received from Pacific Fruit Express 
Company and a decrease in credits included in Other In- 
come Accounts resulting from smaller charges against Pa- 
cific Fruit Express Company in 1945 for services rendered 
and privileges granted io that company. These decreases 
were partly offset by a net increase in all other nonoperating 
income, the principal causes of which were: 

(1) Inclusion in Income from Funded Securities, in 1945, 
of $1,275,844 representing the income proportion of interest 
totaling $6,155,870, received from November 1, 1936 to De- 
cember 31, 1945, from bonds pledged under the secured 
note of St. Louis Southwestern Railway Company to the 
Reconstruction Finance Corporation which was purchased 
by Southern Pacific Company July 13, 1936 (the remainder 
of such interest, $4,880,026, having been credited, as re- 
ceived, to the book value of the note). 

(2) A net increase in Income from Unfunded Securities 
and Accounts due to an increase of $258,995 in interest 
received from U, S. Treasury Notes held in respect of Fed- 
cral tax liability, resulting principally from higher interest 
rates applicable to the major amount of such notes held. 

Fixed Charges. Interest on debt and other fixed charges 
aggregating $26,000,558 were $1,340,126, or 5.4 per cent, 
more than in 1944, This was principally due to a charge of 
$1,420,000 to Interest on Unfunded Debt resulting from 
payment of interest on $14,000,000 of expected assessments 
of additional Federal income and excess profits taxes for 
the years 1943 and 1944, that proportion of expected assess- 
ments of additional taxes having been paid in 1945, stopping 
accumulation of interest on that amount.

The total of $15,086,582 expended for improvements to 
transportation property during 1945 compares with $18,- 
136,209 of such expenditures in 1944, Among the principal 
improvements completed in'1945 were the following: 

Road Property. Approximately 542 track-miles of new 
rail and 354 track-miles of relayer rail, Jaid in renewals 
mentioned in col. 1, replaced rail of lighter weight, with 
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consequent charges to investment in road property. Six new 
sidings and twenty-five extensions to sidings were con- 
structed, aggregating nine miles of track; and at thirty-two 
terminals additional yard trackage was constructed, aggre- 
gating 22 miles of track, nearly half of which was to facili- 
tate service. to industries. 


At Harvey, Louisiana, 20,890 feet of industrial trackage 
were constructed to serve various industries and to enable 
industrial development of 3.7 miles of canal frontage. At 
Orange, Texas, 3,224 feet of tracks were constructed and 
a half interest was acquired in 16,640 feet of trackage to 
serve a nylon plant, At Raymer, California, 25 acres of land 
were purchased and construction of trackage was started to 
serve a new automobile assembly plant now under construc- 
tion. Five produce packing sheds were constructed in the 
Rio Grande Valley in Texas. Additional land was purchased 
and track construction commenced at Saco, Slater and 
Spreckels Junction, California, to serve produce shippers. 

Centralized Traffic Control was placed in service on 52.8 
miles of main line between Lemay and Bridge, Utah, includ- 
ing the length of Great Salt Lake Trestle. Work was started 
in August, 1945, on extension of this project westward to 
Lucin, Utah, a distance of 22 miles, which, together with 8.5 
miles of similar installation in Texas, will be completed in 
1946. Centralized Traffic Control was in service on a total of 
375.2 miles of System main lines at the close of the year. 


Substantial progress was made on a program of improve- 
ment to Great Salt Lake Trestle, including addition of piling 
and bracing to strengthen the structure. Near Ripon, Cali- 
fornia, Stanislaus River Bridge, 198 feet long, was replaced 
by a slronger structure on new concrete piers. 


Further progress was made in improving main track aline- 
ment in the district between Sanderson and Del Rio, Texas, 
by line changes near Mofeta and Cabra which eliminated 
excessive curvature and two steel: bridges and effected a 
small reduction in the mileage of the line, Near Moscow, 
Texas, a line change 2,700 feet long was completed, reduc- 
ing grade. At Honda, California, where the Coast Line is 
built on a high bluff along the Pacific Ocean, the main line 
for a distance of 4,676 feet was shifted 108 feet to place the 
track on a better roadbed. At Capitola, California, where 
the Santa Cruz Branch is constructed ‘on a bluff along 
Monterey Day, the track for a distance of 1,938 feet was 
shifted 120 feet to a better roadbed. Sharp curvature was 
eliminated at two places between Mojave and Saugus, Cali- 


nN 


fornia, by short line changes near Ravenna and Lang. 

The supply of water for locomotives was increased at a 
number of locations by enlarging storage capacity, drilling 
new wells, or installing larger pipe lines, largest of these 
projects being replacement of 10 miles of wood-stave’ pipe 
with steel pipe. 

Rolling Stock. As mentioned on page 18 in the com- 
ments on sleeping car operations, 57 lightweight sleeping 
cars were purchased and 34.49 per cent interest in six such 
cars was acquired from The Pullman Company on December 
31, 1945. Other units acquired consisted of 10 second-hand 
2.8.4 type locomotives and tenders and two cabooses, A 
rail-flaw detector car was built in Company shops and two 
relief cranes, 250-ton capacity, were purchased. Many units 
of owned equipment were improved in Company shops. 

On order at the end of 1945, and expected to be delivered 
in 1946, were 500 lightweight box cars ordered in December, 
1944, and 3,550 units ordered in September and October, 
1945, consisting of 1,600 lightweight box cars, 750 auto- 
mobile cars, 1,150 gondola cars including 150 covered gon- 
dolas with hopper bottoms, and 50 cabooses. 

Retirements. Retirements of road property not replaced 
included 10.36 read-miles of branch line in Louisiana which 
had become unprofitable, and 22.2 track-miles of sidings, 
spurs and yard tracks at various locations which were no 
longer required for operating purposes. 

Units of rolling stock retired in 1945 consisted of four 
steam locomotives, 12 passenger-train cars including nine 
obsolete gas-electric motor cars, 1,098 freight-train cars, and 
101 company service cars; all of which, except iwo cabooses 
sold to a subsidiary company, were worm out or, in some 
instances, damaged beyond repair. 


Financial 


Funded Debt and Equipment Obligations. Daring 
1945 the principal amount of unmatured funded debt and 
equipment obligations held by the public decreased in the 
net amount of $49,561,121, divided as follows:

This sum includes $11,045,500 of funded debt called for 
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redemption but not presented for payment by December 
31, 1945, 


The chart above shows the Unmatured Funded Debt, in- 
eluding bank loans and equipment obligations, of Southern 
Pacific Transportation System and separately operated 
Solely Controlled Affiliated Companies operating in the 
United States outstanding in the hands of the public at the 
close of each of the years 1921 through 1945 (left-hand 
scale), and the interest thereon charged to income of such 
companies during each of those years (right-hand scale). 
As shown by the arrow, one year’s interest on the Funded 
Debt outstanding at December 31, 1945 would amount to 
$21,284,405. 


In 1945, Southern Pacific Transportation System and 
separately operated Solely Controlled Affiliated Companies 
operating in the United States made expenditures or set 
aside funds in the aggregate amount of $183,435,223 for 
the retirement and refunding of funded debt, excluding 
expenditures for the retirement of debt matured or called 
for redemption prior to 1945. Of this sum $122,520,000 
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was provided from the sale of new issues. The aggregate 
amount mentioned includes funds set aside for the redemp- 
tion of bonds of the issues called for redemption in 1945 
hut not presented for payment by December 31, 1945. 


Capital Stock. There was no change during the year in 
the number of shares of capital stock of Southern Pacific 
Company issued and outstanding. The number of stock- 
holders at the end of the year was 43,482 compared with 
42,993 at the end of 1944. Of the stockholders of record 
entitled to vote at the 1945 annual meeting, approximately 
92 per cent held 100 shares or less and approximately 39 
per cent held 10 shares or less. Dividends aggregating $3.25 
per share were declared during the year on capital stock of 
Southern Pacific Company, 


Cash Expenditures for Additions and Betterments. 
In 1945, the Southern Pacific Transportation System and 
separately operated Solely Controlled Affiliated Companies 
operating in the United States expended $15,602,207 (ex- 
clusive of non-cash items) for additions and betterments, 
including equipment. No equipment obligations were issued 
during the year. 


General 


‘Wage Rates. Representatives of virtually all classes of 
railroad employes have requested increases in rates of pay. 
For nonoperating employes, with a few exceptions, the in- 
crease requested is 30¢ an hour. For operating employes 
the requests are for an increase of $2.50 a day for loco- 
mative firemen and conductors, and an increase of 25 per 
cent, with a minimum increase of $2.50 a day, for locomo- 
tive engineers, trainmen and yardmen, 


Proposals for changes in working agreement rules were 
also served by the operating employes, and counter pro- 
posals for rule changes were presented by the railroads. 


Negotiations and mediation having failed to effect a 
settlement, the railroads and fifteen of the nonoperating 
organizations and three of the operating organizations agreed 
to arbitration of the wage rate demands, any increases in 
wage rates which may be awarded to be effective as of 
January 1, 1946. The demands of the engineers and train- 
men are subject to further procedure under provisions of 
the Railway Labor Act. 


PECOS RIVER BRIDGE, SP System's newest major structura, was available throughout the year to traffic over the Sunset 
Route. This single-track bridge in southwest Texas is a continuous cantilever type, 1390 feet long, and was opened to 
service Dec, ZI, 1944, The project involved a tine change of 1.74 miles, and made possible abandonment of the old 


4515-ft, steel viaduct across the river at this point. 
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SHASTA DAM, part of the great Central Valley project in Galifornia involving water conservation, ficod contro! and 
power development, Is not only an economic factor in the territory but also a tourist attraction, Snowcapped Mt, Shasta 
may be seen on the horizon, SP rails cross an arm of Shasta Lake near Redding. 


Unadjusted Charges on Government Traffic. Trans- 
portation charges on Government freight, collected or 
booked as current accounts receivable by Southern Pacific 
Company and its affiliated companies, which have been 
withheld from revenue and set up in suspense as Unad- 
justed Credits, aggregated approximately $19,730,000 as of 
December 31, 1945. That amount includes estimates of ap- 
proximately (1) $9,841,000 for unadjusted differences 
between commercial rates assessed and land grant rates on 
freight traffic on which the Government has claimed that 
land grant rates are applicable, (2) $2,618,000 remaining 
to be refunded under retroactive agreements made in 1944 
covering rates on freight traffic exported through certain 
Pacific Coast ports, (3) $1,432,000 refundable on wholly 
or partially unused passenger transportation, and (4) 
$5,839,000 refundable as overcharges, principally on freight 
trafic, on the basis of sundry rate contentions. 


Amounts of the character covered by item (1), arising 
from the disputed land grant items and withheld from 
revenues in years 1941 to 1945, inclusive, have been cur- 
rently included in taxable income. Refunds have been 
made to the Government covering certain of the disputed 
items and such refunds have heen treated as a deduction in 
computing taxable income. Amounts covered by item (2), 
refunded or to be refunded as result of the 1944 export rate 
agreements, have also been treated as a deduction in com- 
puting taxable income. The amounts covered by items (3) 
and (4), representing Hability for refunding sundry freight 
and passenger charges, have been excluded from 1945 tax- 
able income, 


Test suits instituted during 1943, 1944 and 1945 for the 
purpose of adjudicating disputes arising from the Jand 
grant deductions are pending. 


The Boren Bill, providing for the repeal of land grant 
deductions, was approved, by President Truman on Decem- 
ber 12, 1945, It becomes effective October 1, 1946. By 
reason of the enactment of this law the Government will 
not -be entitled to land grant deductions from tariff rates 
on traffic originating on or after its effective date. 


Sleeping Car Operations. Pullman, Incorporated, hav- 
ing been required by court order in an Anti-Trust suit to 
dispose either of its manufacturing subsidiary, Puilman- 
Standard Car Manufacturing Company, or its sleeping car 


operating subsidiary, The Pullman Company, elected to 
dispose of The Pullman Company. 


An unincorporated Buying Group of Railroads (includ- 
ing Southern Pacific Company) on whose lines more than 
95 per cent of all sleeping cars are operated, contracted to 
acquire the capital stock of The Pullman Company as of 
January 1, 1946, Under order of the Court, the management 
of The Pullman Company is continuing to operate the 
sleeping car services, with the understanding that in the 
event of final judicial approval of sale to the Buying Group 
of Railroads such interim operations shall be for their 
account. 


The purposes of the acquisition agreement are io main- 
lain continuity of sleeping car service; to give individual 
railroads opportunity to acquire sleeping ears and conduct 
their own sleeping car service, if desired; and, not later 
than December 31, 1948, either to reduce The Pullman 
Company te, or sell its properties to, 2 sleeping car service 
corporation which would offer to perform such services in 
connection with sleeping car operation and maintenance 
as the railroads might require, including furnishing of 
available sleeping cars then owned by it. 

As part of the plan, railroads using lightweight sleeping 
cars agreed to purchase such cars, as of December 31, 1945, 
at depreciated book value, and to lease them to the sleeping 
car company. As its part, Southern Pacific Company pur- 
chased 57 cars and acquired a 34.49 per cent interest in six 
ears for approximately $3,677,000. 

The cost to the Buying Group of Railroads of acquiring 
the capital stock of The Pullman Company will be about 
$40,000,000. Excluding the lightweight cars which were 
sold to individual railroads, the assets of The Pullman 
Company, as of January 1, 1946, included about 6,500 
heavyweight sleeping cars, six shops, 10 laundries, stocks 
of materials and supplies, and the working cash of the 
company, The cost to Southern Pacific Company of par- 
ticipation in ownership of The Pullman Company is not 
expected to exceed $3,823,000. 

War Veterans. Out of a total of 20,382 furloughed em- 
ployes of the Transportation System and affiliated com- 
panies who entered service in the land, air and sea forces 
of the United States during World War II, 5,132, or 90 per 
cent, of those known to have been discharged had been 
reemployed at the end of 1945.

OR THE two months ended Febru- 

ary 28, 1946, Railway Operating 
Revenues of Southern Pacific Transpor- 
tation System amounted to $79,407,688, 
or $17,992,771 Jess than the revenues for 
the same period of 1945; an 18 per cent 
decrease. 


During the same period, Railway 
Operating Expenses were $62,053,734, or 
$7,374,856 less than the expenses for the 
same period of last year; an “1 per cent 
decrease. 


Railway tax acc-uals, including 
$5,242,009 for Federal taxes, and $2,327,- 
429 for other taxes, totaled $7,569,438, 
or $8,917,609 less than such accruals for 
the first two month of 1945, After de- 
ducting taxes and $2,810,440 of net 
rentals for use of equipment and joint 
facilities, there was left Net Railway 
Operating Income of $6,974.076, or 
$826,723 less than the Net Railway 
Operating Income for the same period of 
1945; an 11 per cent decrease. 


Out of Net Railway Operating Income, 
and Other Income consisting of divi- 
dends and interest on securities owned, 
rentals and miscellaneous income, must 
be paid the interest on bonds and equip- 
ment trust notes in the hands of the 
public, and other fixed charges. For the 
two months ended February 28, 1946, the 
fina} result was a Net Income of $4,412,- 
651, which compares with a Net Income 
of $4,587,145 for the same period of last 
year, a decrease of $174,494, or 4 per 
cent. 


Approximately 98 per cent of the 
freight cars now in operation on Ameri- 
ean railroads either are of steel con- 
struction or have steel underframes.

SD&AE FOLKS DEMONSTRATE 
VALUE OF FRIENDLY SERVICE 


O San Diego and Arizona Eastern Railway men and 

women goes credit for a two-fold accomplishment of 
providing rail service for our southern horder territory and 
maintaining good international relations. The SD&AE, an 
impostant part of Southern Pacific’s transportation system, 
skirts the border cast from San Diego, dips into Mexico for 
45 miles and connects with the Inter-California Railway at 
El Centro to complete the trip to Yuma where junction is 
made with SP’s Golden State and Sunset routes. 

SD&AE’s 148-mile scenic route traverses the spectacular 
Redondo Loop where curves and switchbacks are combined 
in an engineering feat to gain altitude that reaches up to 
some 3000 feet at Hipass. The line passes through Campo 
Valley with its expansive dry farms and cattle ranches and 
on to Carriso Gorge where for cleven miles the grandeur of 
sheer granite walls is seen from a roadbed carved out of 
solid rock. Among the important places SD&AE serves in 
addition to San Diego are Tijuana, Mexico’s border resort 
town; Tecate, home of the popular Mexican beer, and 
Plaster City, site of large gypsum processing works. 

During the war SD&AE folks chalked up an impressive 
traffic record. More than three times as much freight was 
moved last year and more than 10 times as much passenger 
revenue was taken in as during the last year before the 
war. This was done despite a combined shortage of man- 
power and equipment which it was impossible to obtain 
during the war. The increased trafic was drawn largely 
from 21 military installations and new industries situated 
in the San Diego area, 

A service bureau, installed in 1943, proved effective in 
handling the heavy military and civilian traffic, In addition, 
the military train service bureau successfully handled thou- 
sands of military personnel by special train, and military 
authorities have been highly complimentary about its 
efficient and courteous operation.

San Diego, for example, was a busy city of about 
200,000 prior to the war, now it has a population 
of about 400,000 and its industry has expanded to 
match this growth. 

SD&AE folks are determined to meet the future’s 
challenge with the same high quality personal service 
that made them a wartime success.

Cooked Salad Dressing 


Why worry just because salad oils and 
mayonnaise seem to be on the hard-to- 
find list? Make up a batch of this good 
dressing and keep it on hand for cab- 
bage salad and such. Specially good on 
potato salad. Here’s your recipe: 


1 cup vinegar 

2 tablespoon margarine 
% cup sugar 

3 tablespoons fiour 

34 teaspoon salt 

3% teaspoon celery salt 

1 teaspoon dry mustard 
2 eggs, or 4 yolks, beaten, 


Heat vinegar and margine in sauce- 
pan, Sift together sugar, flour, salt, 
celery salt and mustard. Add to beaten 
eggs and blend well. Stir a little of the 
hot vinegar into egg mixture, then re- 
turn all to saucepan and cook, stirring 
constantly, until smoothly thickened. 
Cool. Makes about 144 cups dressing, 
which keeps well in refrigerator. Thin 
with a litthe coffee cream or top milk 
before mixing with salad. Or, better yet, 
for fruit salad, blend with whipped 
cream,
